— THE BALL. The ball shall be spherical (the circumference not more 
tian aan, ere than 27in.); the weight at the start of the game not more than 


16 oz, nor less than 14 oz. 


3 — THE NUMBER OF PLAYERS. The game shall be played by two 
ronal of eleven players, one of whom shall be the goalkeeper. One of the other 
players may change places with the goalkeeper, provided prior notice is given to 
the referee, 


UAW 4 — PLAYERS’ EQUIPMENT. A player shall not wear anything which 
spb to another wae A goalkeeper shall wear colours which distinguish 
him from field players. 


5 — REFEREES. A Referee shall:—(a) enforce the laws and decide any 
Hisputed point. His decision on points of fact connected with the play shall be 
final. (b) Keep a record of the game; act as timekeeper, adding to the full time 
all time lost through accident or other cause. (c) Have discretionary power to 
stop the game for any infringement, and to suspend or terminate the game when- 
ever, by reason of the elements, interference by spectators, or other cause, he 
deems it necessary. (d) Have discretionary power to caution any player guilty 
of misconduct, and, if he persists, to gel bees him from further participation in 
the game. (e) Allow no person other than players and linesmen to enter the 
field of play without his permission. (f Stop the game if, in his opinion, a player 
has been seriously injured, and have the player removed from the field of play 
as soon as possible. 


LAW 6 — LINESMEN. Two linesmen shall be appointed to indicate when the 
ball is out of play, and which side is entitled to the corner-kick, goal-kick, or 
throw-in. They shall also assist the Referee to control the game, 


LAW 7 — DURATION OF THE GAME. The duration of the game shall be two 
i aed periods of 45 minutes. At half-time, the interval shall not exceed five 
minutes, 


LAW 8 — THE START OF PLAY. (a) Choice of ends, and the taking of the 
kick-off, shall be decided by the winner of the toss of a coin. The game shall be 
started by a player taking a place-kick into his opponents’ half of the field of 
play, and it shall not be deemed in play until it has travelled the distance of its 
own circumference. Every player shall’ be in his own half of the field. (b) After 
a goal has been scored, play shall be re-started in like manner by a player of the 
team losing the goal. (c) After half-time, ends shall be changed, and the kick-off 
taken by a player of the opposite team to that of the player who started the 
game. (d) After a temporary suspension of play, the Referee shall drop the ball 


where it was when play was suspended, and it shall be deemed in play when it has 
touched the ground, 


LAW 9 — BALL IN AND OUT OF PLAY. The ball is out of play when it has 


wholly crossed the goal-line or touch-line, or when the game has been stopped by 
the Referee. 


LAW 10 — METHOD OF SCORING. A goal is scored when the whole of the 
ball has passed over the oal-line, between the goal-posts and under the cross- 


bar, provided it has not been propelled by h: hi 
attacking side. a dries! cee 


LAW 11 — OFF-SIDE. A player is off-side if he is rer his opponents’ goal- 
line than the ball AT THE MOMENT THI Bary: I§ PLAYED, unless: —(a) He 
is in his own half of the field of play. (b) Two of his opponents are nearer to 

elr own goal-line than he is, (c) The ball last touched an opponent or was

LAW oa following nine offences shall be Bephiivea by: the ence! simastts 
k:—(a) Kicks or attempts to kick an opponent. (b) Trips an cupeneE 


as a goalkeeper, that is, taking more than four steps with the ball without 
bouncing it on the ground. 


A player shall be cautioned, and an INDIRECT free kick awarded if:—(i) He 
persistently infringes the laws of the game. (ii) He shows, by word or action, 
dissent from the Referee’s decision. (iii) He is guilty of ungentlemanly conduct, 


A player shall be sent off the field of play if he is guilty of violent conduct, 
uses foul or abusive language, or is guilty of serious foul play. 


LAW 13 — FREE KICKS. Free kicks shall be classified under two heads: 
DIRECT, from which a goal can be scored; and INDIRECT, from which a goal 
cannot be scored unless first touched by another player. 


LAW 14 — PENALTY KICK. When a penalty kick is taken from the penalty 
mark, all players other than the player taking the kick and the opposing goal- 
keeper shall be outside the penalty area and at least 10 vende from the penalty 
mark. The goalkeeper must stand on his own goal-line between the goal-posts, 
and shall not move his feet until the ball is kicked. 


LAW 15 — THROW-IN. When the ball passes over a touch-line, it shall be 
thrown in by a player of the team opposite to that of the player who last touched 
it, The feet of the thrower shall be either on or outside the line, he shall use 
both hands, and the ball shall be delivered over his head. 


LAW 16 — GOAL KICK. When the ball passes over the goal-line, excluding 
that portion between the goal-posts, having last been played by one of pando’ 
ing team, it shall be kicked into play, beyond the penalty area, by a defender. 


LAW 17 — CORNER KICK. When the ball passes over the goal-line, excluding 
oe Portion between the goal-posts, having last been played b & ones oe ne 
defending team, it shall be kicked into play by a member of the attacking 

tom within the quarter-circle at the nearest corner flag. ‘
